SYNOPSIS 

Giorgio Germont, Alfredo's father, has forced Violetta Valéry, a beautiful 
courtesan of Paris, to separate from his son, Alfredo, convincing her that such 
a union would only bring dishonor to the Germont name. Violetta pretended 
to Alfredo that she loved another, and he angrily denounced her publidy and 

left Paris. 

When Germont learns how cruel and unjust he has been, he writes Violetta, 
who is now ravaged with illness and dying, that he has revealed to Alfredo 
the meaning of her great sacrifice; and as soon as Alfredo retums from abroad, 
they will corne to implore her pardon. When Alfredo arrives, ail is forgiven; 
and the lovers plan a bright and happy future togefher. But the joy of meeting 
has been too much for Violette, and she collapses. For a brief moment as 
Germont enters to give consent to the marriage, Violetta rouses herself, certain 
that at last life is coming back to her ; then she sinks into Alfredo's arms-dead.
